The evidence in the contested election !

case, Robison vs. Bhugart, has clearly de-

monstrated the necessity of greater sufe-l

guards against frauds in elections; and. in
views of this fact,Senator MeConaughey | as
introduced a bill to remedy the evil.to some
extent at least. This proposition is to make
it the duty of elerks of elections, in cases of
persons offering to vote as naturalized eiti-
zens, to keep registers of the name, date of
certificate of naturzlization, the time aad

place of the court granting the same, and |

the name of the officer certitying thereto.
This is a step in the right direction, and it
is to be hoped. the bill may becowea law.
Bat, does this sirike at the fousdation?
We thiuk not.

The constitution of the United States pre-
scribes that a uniform system of naturaliza-
tion should be established by Congress,
This was accordingly done, and the power ot
issuing the naturalization certificates com-
mitted to the care of the seveinl State
courts, as themore affeciive, speedy,and less
expeusive mode of granting such certificates
of naturalization. To this there is uo ob-
jection. Bat this privilege is abused, by
evil disposed persons. Fraudulent papers
are issued by the thousands every year.
And why? Because of the style and simpii-
city of the blank certificates, and the facili-
ty with which they can be procured-—they
being printed with the plainsst typs, and in
nearly every printing office throughout the
length and breadth of the land. Awd, in our
opinion, so long as this state of facrs exist:,
more or less frandulent naturalization pa-
pers will be issued.

But, how shall these frauds be preven-
ted? Congress having delegated the power
of issning the certificatesto the State conrts,
pow let it provide a uniform series of pa-
pers. et blank certificates be printed from
an engraving of the very finest charaeter,
and upon the bect of paper, with the seal of
the United States attached, and furnished
to the conrts in the several Srates at a mod-
erate price—such ceriificates to be issued up-
on proper applization ; to be sealed with the
legal seal of the eourt by wh_dse authority
granted, and countersigned and numbered
and registered in a book by the clerk of
said court, and the facility for obtaining and
issuing of fraudulent papers will be =o cir-
cuamseribed as to eotirely prevent the com-
mission of this elass of fraads anless through
the venality, connivanee or petiury of Lhe
oficers of the court, who have the blanks
and seals in their care and keeping

No doubt, some will say. this procedare
would increuse the expen-esof vaturaliza
tion. (Grant that it would ; but, if eitizen:
ship is a boon worth enjoying it is worth all
it eosts, and he who is unwiiling ta pay
therefor is anworthy of its priviiegcs
enjoymenis.

Now, in view of the immense frands tha:
are comamitted yearls =non the balio: bax
by means of forged naturalization papers,
we would suggzest the propriety of the Penn-
sylvania Legislature muking a move iothe
direction we have above iadicated, as, in
our opinion,a uniform series of blank certif-
cates forall the States ia the Union, and
which are not readily conaterfeited, is, per-
haps, the most affeetive =afvguard against
the violation of our naturahization laws, by
the issuing of forged certificates

Siate Lunatic Hospital,

The annual report of tha trastess of the
State Lunoatic Hospital of Pennsylvania,
Just issued, shows that thare were in the
asylum on the lst of January, 1867, 327 pa
tients, viz: 181 males aod 146 females:
discharged during the, year, 157, viz: 95
males and 62 females. OF this number 51
were restored, 39 improved, 33 were sta-
tionary, and 34 died. There remained in
the hospital December 31, 1867, 340, viz:
185 males and 155 females. It is satisfacto-
ry to kuow that the superintendent and
trustees are of the opinion that insanity is
not on the inerease in our commonwealth
when compared with the advance of our
population. Their reasons for disbelict are
given at lepgth and are assuring. Of the
patients umnder treatment we have much in-
teresting information. In the column of
assigned caases that have brought on loss
of mind we find that domestic trouble stands
second on the list, its predecessor being the
somewhat indefinite entry of ill-health, In-
tewnperance and epilepsy also figure largely.
Ol the former accupations of the inmates,
honsewives, farwers, laborers, domestics,
anl danshters of furmers, predominate in
the order given. Tue only class whieh eom-
peies with then is that desizoated as “no
ocenpation,”” which stands second. In the
the opinion of the aathorities, about eighty
p-r cent. of the eases ean be ewred if talen
in hand at an early stage.
